G. Gunnery Missions: Aircraft number 1963 fuiled to complete a 
successful gunnery mission. Maintenunce Analysis revealed thit nis- 
wliened amuunition links, jammed at the star wheel going into the fecder 
cf the gun. This was @ neintenence error. (S) 

Aircraft nueber 1966 failed to complete ἃ successful gunnery miss- 
fon. Muintenence antlysis revealed thet the right gun failed efter 
263 rounds dve to missliened ammunition that caught on the roller adpter 
of the ammunition can. The amaunition feed chute on the ‘eft gun was 
damuyed due to frilure toinstall 4 terminal or finish link et the end 
of the belt resulting in tha empty trailing link catching on the feed 
chute.. This was «lao ε meintenance error. (S) 

nircraft number 1621 failed to complete a successful gunnery niss- 
jon. Haintenance analysis reveuled thet misaligned ammunition on toth 
guns caught in the ammunition chutes between the front and buck cans, 
damaging the chutes and terminsting the firing of the guns.
